SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


To the Taxpayer* of Rutland : 

At the time the last annual report was made, the commis- 
sioners appointed to apportion the assets and liabilities of the 
town and city of Rutland had not made their report ; but March 
7th, 1894, their report was filed. Summarized briefly, it found 
that on March 7th, 1898, the day the city charter took effect, 
the indebtedness of the old town was $135,442.14. The appraised 
value of the assets taken by the city was $37,600. 16, leaving a 
net indebtedness of $97,835.98, of which amount, a trifle over 
10| per cent, amounting to $10,318, the commissioners awarded 
the town of Rutland to pay to the city of Rutland. There was 
due from the city to the town on account of the U. S. surplus 
fund $2,493.88, which, deducted from the $10,318, left a balance 
of $7,842.12, to be paid by the town to the city. To provide this 
amount, registered bonds, as authorized by law, to the amount of 
$7,842 were issued and sold to the National Life Insurance Com- 
pany of Montpelier, bearing 4^ per cent interest, payable semi- 
annually, on May 1 and November 1, each year. $1,000 of the 
principal becomes due November 1, each year, beginning 1895. 

At the last session of the legislature, a part of the city was 
set back to the town, and the great injustice to the town of the 
original act, whereby the Center Rutland school house was set 
to the city without compensation to the town, was remedied in 
part. Under the last act, that school house became the prop- 
erty of the town. The assets and liabilities had again to be 
•apportioned, but an agreement was arrived at, under which the 
amount to be paid by the town to the city was $2,513.74, and 
•the amount of the surplus fund to be turned over to the town 
by the city was $260.37, which left a net amount of $2,253.37, to 
be paid by the town to the city. This sum was borrowed upon 
a town order, from the National Life Insurance Company, at 4 h 
per cent, semi-annual interest. 

A detailed statement of the orders drawn is hereafter pub- 
lished. The amount is $14,356.84, of which, $10,095.89 was to 
pay old town of Rutland indebtedness, and $2,734.25 was to the 
trustee of the U. S. surplus fund, to hold as evidence of the 
amount thereof borrowed by the town ; $1,520.62 was to pay

State and county taxes. Under the present law, towns are 
obliged to pay to the State a 5 per cent road tax, and a 5 per 
cent school tax, each year. This town paid in 1894, on these two 
taxes, ,$981.04. The State treasurer apportions all the amount 
received among the different towns, the road tax according to 
the mileage of roads in each town, and the school tax according 
to the number of schools. The amount so returned to this town 
on both road and school matters, was just $450 — less than one- 
half what was paid to the State 

The expense of repairs to the bridges has been somewhat 
more than last year, aggregating #236.41. The Center Rutland 
bridge was strengthened with rods on each side by the Street 
Railway Company at their own cost. In making these repairs, 
it was found that new jilank had been laid over old plank for 
four thicknesses, making the old, worn-out and rotten plank 14 
inches thick, and weighting the bridge over forty tons extra 
weight. The selectmen, in conjunction with the Street Railway 
Company, which bore the principal expense, had the old plank 
taken out and raised the bridge up about one foot. Arrange- 
ments have also been made with the Central Vermont Railroad 
Company, whereby the bridge over the highway at Center Rut- 
land will be soon replaced with an iron structure, thereby giv- 
ing two additional feet of room. When this is done, it will be a 
great convenience to the traveling public. 

In accordance with a demand from many citizens, the select- 
men, in the month of January, 1895, established a liquor agency, 
and it has been located at Center Rutland. The commis- 
sioner appointed Mr. C. E. Stevens as the agent. The accounts 
of the agency will be kept separate from the other matters, so 
that at all times the exact condition can be ascertained. 

The expenses of the town have been sdmewhat more this 
year than was estimated by the auditors of last year. This, in 
great part, w as brought about by not taking into account the 
old town debt, which was not then ascertained. This debt is 
now ascertained and has been funded, so that it can be payable 
in part each year, and with careful, economical and conserva- 
tive management, the tax rate can be kept dowm hereafter.

The subjoined report of the acts during the past year as 
road commissioner of the town of Rutland is herewith submit- 
ted for your consideration. 

I have made this report as a clear statement of the amount 
of money expended by this department by an itemized list of 
the orders drawn. 

The total amount of those orders is $1,931.35, of which 
amount $188.00 were drawn in favor of myself, for salary due 
for labor and time expended. 

During the year the Proctor road has been cut down and 
the same widened ten feet just north of the Shedd store. This 
is a decided improvement at a point about which there has been 
in the past years much complaint. 

I have also distributed on the several roadways during the 
year about two thousand loads of gravel which, with other im- 
provements, leaves the present condition of the roads in town 
in most excellent condition.

Owing to the 
hard times and lack of work, there have been and will likely 
continue to be, more calls for assistance from poor people out 
of work for the next two months. I have helped three families 
all the year so far. I will say Mr. C. Laplant is entirely help- 
less, and has to be attended by his wife all the time, so she 
cannot do much else in the line of working to earn much towards 
their support. Mrs. Shaw has three small children and Mrs. 
Miller has four. Mrs. Bridget O’Neil 1 hired her son-in-law to 
board and clothe at twelve dollars per month and the town pays 
doctor bills. Mrs. Hulett has earned her own support. I have 
also settled bills wdth Mr. Beattie to the amount of $99. 10, 
which should have been settled by Mr. Davis last year. There 
has been two burials by the town prior to February 15, 1895. 
namely: Orin Williams at Brattleboro and Arthur Danforth. 
Also help to several others, as report will show.

School Directors’ Report.

To the Town of Rutland : 


We have made no radical changes in any of the schools, but 
have tried .to raise the standard of work by the selection of the 
best teachers we were able to obtain for the amount of money 
at our disposal, and think the general result has been an im- 
provement over last year, although the teachers are handicap- 
ped by lack of necessary maps, charts and apparatus for profit- 
able instruction in some branches, and which we have been un 
able to furnish without exceeding, to a considerable extent, the 
funds available for school purposes. 

The change of town lines at Center Rutland has given us a 
much needed school building in that section, although the ar- 
rangement of last year, whereby the City of Rutland managed 
the school — modified somewhat in favor of the town — is con- 
tinued until July 1st. 

Beginning with the fall term the town will be obliged to 
furnish free text books and supplies, in accordance with the law' 
passed at the last session of the legislature, but we cannot at 
this time give much of an estimate of the expense. 

We have lately made a careful examination of all the school 
buildings, and there is not one in town but what is in need of 
some repairs, and some of them must be attended to at once to 
make them habitable, and we recommend that a tax of not less 
than 35 cents be raised to enable us to maintain schools and 
school buildings, that at least will not be a reproach to the tow r n. 

We deplore the general lack of interest in the schools by 
the parents of our scholars, and earnestly invite you to visit the 
schools often, that you may know' what is being done, and be 
able to judge intelligently upon our work and upon our calls 
for larger taxes.

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School Superintendent’s Report. 

To the School Commissioners of the Town of Rutland : 

Deak Sirs : — As the schools of the town do not call for a 
lengthy report, I will confine myself to a few' points to wdiich 
my attention has been called during the past year, and which 
should be acted upon at once. 

Nearly all of the buildings are in need of repairs. In most 
cases a small amount would cover the expense, while the build- 
ings at Mill Village and district No. 2 need considerable atten- 
tion. 

None of the schools are properly supplied with maps, charts* 
globes, or like appliances . 

Certain text-books should be changed, and more suitable 
ones substituted. 

I would recommend that a physiological chart be furnished 
to each school, as it is very difficult to teach the younger schol- 
ars by the aid of the text-book alone . 

In several districts the services of a truant officer have been 
needed, and I would recommend that either the superintend- 
ent or one of the commissioners for the ensuing year be ap- 
pointed to act in this capacity . 

I w T ould also recommend that each commissioner be in- 
structed to look after certain schools and be held responsible 
for furnishing them with fire wood, kindlings, and all things 
necessary for the proper maintenance of the schools. 

When the schools are furnished with charts, globes, etc., 
there should be placed in each building a strong cabinet or 
closet, in which the teacher should lock the town property when 
not in use. 

I would urge the residents of the various districts that they 
visit the schools more frequently, as both teachers and scholars 
are encouraged to better efforts, if it is evident that an active 
iffterest is being taken in their work. 

During the school year I have visited each school from 
three to five times, and from wffiat I have seen, am satisfied 
that the teachers in each district have accomplished good results.

It will be seen that the estimate is more than twice that of 
last year, but in that estimate the amount of ohl indebtedness 
was not taken into consideration. 

There is also the indebtedness arising from the division of 
the town, the interest on which, together with one bond for one 
thousand dollars, is to be paid this year. 

The estimate for current expenses is based upon the amount 
used this year. The State tax is nearly twice that of last year. 

For the general tax, we think it will be necessary to raise a 
tax of 50 per cent, of which about one-half is to pay indebted- 
ness and interest. This also includes the State, State school 
r and State highway taxes, amounting to 18 per ce.pt, * 

\ ^he sc hool directors will be obliged,’ under a law passed 

at the last session of the legislature, to purchase books for the 
use of the schools, we raise the tax recommended for. schools* 
from 25 per cent to 30 per cent. 

We recommend the minimum road tax of 20 per cent, and
